Here dwelled,as the Anmuall recozds of 
I) Egypt makes mention, tn the Citte of 
4 Memphis, a pooze man called Peryme- 
| CF des, whome Foztune enuping from his 
| IG 1 7/4 infancie, had ſo thwarted with contrarie 
=< == | conſtellation , that although her had but 
bis wpfe and him ſelfe to relene by his 

manucll labours, vet want had ſo wzong 
him by the finger , that ofte the greateſt cherre they had, was 
hungar, and their ſweeteſt ſauce content: pet Fame willing to 
ſupplie what foztane had faulted with defect, fo rewarded 
pwze Perymedes with the glozie of repozt , that he was not 
onely loued and liked of all his neighbours , but knowen foz 
bis contented pouertie thzongh all the Confines of Egypt. 
Lhe man coneting although her were poꝛe, to be counted 
vertuous , firſt eſchewed idleneſſe, the moath that ſoꝛeſt and 
ſoneſt infecteth the mynde with many miſchiefs,and applied 

him ſclfe ſo to his woozks , being a Smith, that he thought 
no victualles to haue their taſte which were not purchaſed by 
bis own ſweate. ꝛoude he was not, as one whome pouertie 
had checked with to great diſgrace, and pet we ſen that ſelle 
loue hangcs in the heart not in the habite , that Plato durſt 
ſay (Calco faſtidium Piogenis) meaning that the po:e 
Cynick was as inſo!ent in his patcht cloake , as Alexander 
the great in all his ropaltie. Cnuic , of all othervites he did 
eſche we, as a cancker ſo peſtilent to an boneſt minde that 
it ſuffereth quiet not ſo much as to pꝛy into tye motions 0; 
the heart. Couetous he was not, as one that ſought by his 
handes thvift to ſatiſfte his owne neceſſitic: and if any ſur plu⸗ 
ſage were graunted by god lucke, he llept not ſoundly on 
ſaturday at night, till he his wile and his TAL had — 
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Perymedes the 


rilie and honeſtlie ſpent it at a homelic banquet . He wanted 
nothing, as one that againſt all ſpight of Foztune oppoſed pas 
tience, and againſt neceſſitie content : And pet Fo2tune that 
ſhe might not be thought to uuut ious, ta licu of all her other 


diſtauouis lent him a wife of his ow:ne conditions, whome he 


loued moze then himſelfe, fo; the po2e woman although ſhe 
was barren and had no childzen , pct was ſhe ofa verie pure 
and perfect complexion, and unthail of ſuch god bchautour, 
fie in loue and dutie to her huſbaud, and then in friendly 
and familiar conuer cation with her neighbomrs, that che 
was thought a wife fit foz ſo honeſt a huſband. Theſe two 
thus be loued of all the inhabitants of Memphis, pꝛeſcribed 
them ſelues ſuch an oꝛder of life, as diuerſe men of great cal⸗ 
ling , ſought to be carefull umitatozs of their methode: foz 
luffcing no pꝛiuate tarres to come within their poze cottage, 
as a thing molt pꝛeiuditiall to an Oeconomicall eſtate, no [ws 
ner had theſs two paſt away the day, he at his hammers, and 
ſhe at the Bellowes , foz boy they had none, but that ſitting 
them [clues to ſupper,they (atiſfied nature with that their la⸗ 
bour did get, and their calling allow and no ſooner had they 
taken their repaſt, but to paſſe the reſt of the enening merely 
they fcll to pleaſant chatts bet wane them ſelues , ſometime 
diſcourſing of what came firft in their heads, with Pro & c6- 
tra, as their naturall logick would graunt them leaue , other 
while with merie tales, honeſt, and tending to ſome good end 
without either laſciouſneſſe oz ſcurilitie, thus euer they paſed 
away the night : and fo2 that the Egyptians, as a great mo- 
nument kept diuer ſe of their diſcourtes, which ſome by chance 
had ouerheard, and put downe as a Jewell in their libꝛarie, 
J meane as their recozdes doe rehearſe, to (et downe in 
bateftwo of their nightsp2attle , which although 
bomely tolde, pet being honeſtand plea- 
ſant, I thought they would bzeadg 
ſome conccipted delight to the 
bearers, and there-

queſt with a very ſ mall pittante, but ſuch is the courſe of the 
woꝛld now a dale, that cuerie man ſeekes with Philoxenus 
to haue his necꝭc as long as a Crane, that he may with moꝛs 
pieaſure (vill in ti: ſweete tat of their ſuperfluous deinties. 


tichus our king, was of ſo ſparing a diet, that being demaun⸗ 
ded by an Xmbaſadour, what Caters he had fo; his houſhold, 
made anſwerc,his Cooke and his ſtomake: in (ceming by this 
that his Cooke bought no moꝛe in the ſhambles than woulde 
ſatiſfie what his ſtomacł deſired.

cident by our owne ſnperfliuties, that enerie one had neede fo 
hauc an Verball tied at his oirdle :wellJ haue heard my fa- 
ther ſay.that he was but one date ſicke in all his life time, be⸗ 
ing then alſo thꝛough ouer much labeur fallen into a feauer. 
And this perfect temperature of the bodie, did not p2oceds 
from the diuer ſities of potions and daintie delicates, but by a 
true pzopo2tion of exereiſe and diet: which Zeno the Philoſos 
pher noted well fo be true, who beeing or; a veric weake and 
fender conſtitution, ſubica oft to ſickneſſe, yet nencr kept his 
bed. Being demaunded ofa Lacedemoman, what pꝛeſerua- 
tines he did ble , Zeno willing to be briefe in his anſweres, 
ſhewed then a peece of bead x a diſh of water, with a ſtrong 
bowe of Steele, meaning by this Enigma to diſcouer vnto 
them, that he raced out his diſcaſcs by crerciſe and faſting , as 
two eſpeciall pointes neceſſaric fo2 the periecing of mans 
ealth. 
r Pou ſay truth huſband, quath Delia, fo2 oft haue J heard 
my mother ſay, that thze thinges are the chiefeſt delicates, 
which who ſo vſeth , ſhall live long and happely : Hunger, 
quiet, and mirth, but to auer pour ſayings to be true, cuerie 


| one ſeekes to attaine the contrarie, which cauſeth ſuch ſodaine 


death e perilous diſeaſes: mo periſh by gluttonie than by the 
ſwo2de , fo2 in ſteade of hunger men ſake to ſatiſſte nature 
with exceſſe,foz quiet,ennie at others happineſſe, pꝛeſentes a 
ſtratageme, foz mirth melancholie, and couetous humours, 


dow moſt grevily to gaine , thus euerie one ſeekes that time 


and experience pꝛoues moſt p2ciudictall , but the time hath 
bene, pra Perymedes, and within my rememb2ance , when 
the inhabitantes of Memphis knewe not what rpot and ill 
diet ment, but cnery man applying him ſelfe to frugalitie, co- 
ucted to be thought honeſt and vertudus, where as nowe a 


daies the meaneſt doth dellre to be thought pꝛoud and ſump⸗ 


tuous. While Numa Ppompilius baniſhed exceſſe out of 
Rome, there was no dꝛugges bzought to the cittie from Afrt- 
«: while Romulus dzunke no wine, exceſſe was not noted 
amongtt

amonalt his ſubiects, neither had a PhyCtion any pi lm: in 
his dominions, till his ſucceſſozs Caligula. Nero, and the reſt 
aſſtgned Trophees, and Triumphs, fo; ſuch as beſt cot ld play 
the part of Epitures:and becaule my good Perymedes we be 
ſet alone by the fire, (and with tbis ſhe recht him a kriendlu

Foz 
we (ce that many things which of them (elues are god, by ex- 
ceſle growe into the nature of cuill , and ſo of this: foz Salo- 
mon, whoſe deuine wiſedome was without compariſon, ſet 
do bone his cenſure of time, that as there were dates of ſozrow, 
ſo were there houres of mirth , that the minde had as well 
paſt:mes to recreate, as ſerious affaires to fatigate, Cato 
the moſt ſeuere Cenſoꝛ that was ener in Rome, amongſt all 
bis ſtraight edictes , did not vtterly aboliſh gaming, but al- 
lowed the Purpurati to ſpende certaine houres at ſuch pa- 
ſtimes as thep thought neccflarie, ſaying, that moderate ſpoꝛt 
was a whetſtone to the memoꝛie. J haue heard the Chaldees 
ſay,that the Lydians were the firſt inuenters of Cardes and 
Dice, and other games, and by them p2eſerued a long time 
the eſtate of their common wealth , which otherwiſe ſhould 
haue bene ruinated and ſubtected. Perymides hearing his 
wife to alledge ſuch ſound reaſons foꝛ Camfters , thought to 
topne action with her in this manner. 

Pou reſemble wife thoſe ſubtill Lawpcrs, that onelp al- 
ledge that clauſe in their tuidente, which beſt ſerues fe2 the 
pꝛofe of thetr pica , ieauing out all other pꝛouiſocs that are 
hurtfull in dede, J remember à haue heard that the eountrey 
ot Lidia, being oppꝛeſſed with a great dearth and ſcarcitie of 
vicualles, had almoſt ſubuerted their eſtate with klamine, but 
that to reſiſt, and ſuſtaine hunger the better, they inuented 
playes and gaming, ſpending cuery other day in ſuch ſpozte 
without any meate, which they continued foz the ſpace of - 
twentie and eight prares, by that pollicie pꝛeſeruing their 
countrey from a generall famine,by ſparing lo carefully their 
p:0niſion. But wife, the caſe is altred in vs, we art ſo farre 
from recompencing the fault of ſo vile an occupation by fa-

Al tage, as deſcended from woꝛſhipfull and 
a >| honelk parents, learned by education, as 


trained vp amonglt the Philoſophers in 
their academies, vertuous in his actions, 
las putting tn p2actize thoſe pnciples 
which he hearde in their Shwles, as Axi⸗ 
met generally,well nourtred , in $ ſomuch that he * in 
ry 
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very god account in the Jland. This Gentleman called Al- 
cimides, although fauoured thus with ſondꝛie god qualities, 
pet was greatly enuied by loue and foꝛtune, ſoꝛ his wat was 
ſuch, as his reuencwes were nothing aunſwerable to his 
minde, but lined po:cly,and pet contentedly in meane eſtate. 
Fancie ſing foztunefrowne,to fill vp the tragedie, pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted him with the ſight of a young Gentlewomia, called Con- 
ſtance , who bein both wiſe and beautifull : two perſwaſt- 
ons ſufficient to induce affection , was ſo narrowly inarked 
of Alcimides,as he thought no obiec to fit his eie but her per- 
ſon,no2 no melodie to pleaſe his eare,but the ſound of her mo⸗ 
deſt and graue communication. Snared thus with the conſi- 
deration of this poung Gentlewoman at the firſt , he found 
wates to p2offer hir roſes and perfumes, but at the laſt pilles, 
and hemlock. Foz the young virgin hearing of the vertnous 
diſpoſition of Alcimides , and ſeeing his minde was as well 
garniſhed with god qualities, as his bodie with pꝛopoꝛz tion, 
vſed lex talionis, and repaied him loue foz loue, ſo farre as his 
boneſtie might deſüre, her honoꝛ admitte:in ſo much that no⸗ 
thing was wanting in the accopliſhment of their thoughtes, 
but her fathers conſent : who being moned by Alcimides tn 
the matfer,flatly denied, and made this obtenion, that he was 
to poꝛe to make his daughter any ſufficient iopnter. Which 
anſwere ſo mazed Alcimides, that in a deſperate mode, a⸗ 
quainting certaine friendes with his purpoſe. He rigged foꝛth 
a ſhip to ſca, with full reſolution, either to retourne rych, oꝛ 
to leaue his loner and him ſelfe in the boſome of Neptune. 
Upon which determination reſting, he loſed with his tompa⸗ 
nions from Lyparie, t in manner of mart, made hauock on jþ 
Coaft of Barbarie, ſo that in ſhoꝛt time he became very rich, 
but inſatiate couetiſe , that like the ſerpent Hidalpis is euer a 
thiefe, ſo haled him to the hope of moꝛe rich purchaſe, that at 
laſt he and all his men were takenby the Sarralins, and car- 
ried away puſoners into Thanes. The news of tdis miſhap, 
as repoꝛt muſt euer be p2atling, came flying to the Ile of Ly- 
pary,that the ſhip wherein Alcimides and his Souldiours 
was imbargued , was dꝛowned in the Coaſt of Barbarie: 
Conſtance no ſoner heard of this curſcd Stratageme, but

Memaining thus quiet, though not ſatiſfied,foztune willing 
after ſo ſharpe a Cataſtrophe, to induce a comic all concluſt- 
on, tempered hir ſtoꝛme with this pleaſant calme: Alcyme- 
des lying thus in pꝛiſon, hauing no hape to recouer his free- 
dom: but long euerye dape to be condemned perpetuall 
ſaue to the Sallers, newes tame that a Nobleman ck great 
reputation, dignitie 4 power, had made claime to the king⸗ 
dome of Chimes, as his owne, and ment by the ſwoꝛde to 
take it from viartucio that then pʒeſentlpe poſſeſt it: this 
repoꝛt comming to the eares of the pꝛiſoners, Ale medes 
wis knew very well to ſpeake the Bar. ar ian tong, told his 
Reper, that might it pleaſe bim to bzing him fo the kings 
pꝛeſence, hee would take ſuch oꝛder with his grace, as bee 
ſhould in delpight of foztune remaine conqueroz. The 
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quarrell god, and our minds armed with inuincible foꝛti⸗ 
tude (the vertue that dareth foꝛtune in hir face ) maugre 
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ploꝛ ſceing the requeſt was of impoꝛtance, told it pzeſent- 
lve to his Highnelle, who in great haſt ſent foz Alcimide-, 

ho gathering the tang and his Nobles together, viſcoue- 
red vato them ſuch a peece of politike ſeruite, that they all 
conſented to let Alci medes haue the leading of the vaward, 
ho vndertaking the charge, as a man arcatly experienced 
ih martiall dilcipline, carried his men in ſquadꝛons and 
oupes ſo artifictally,as his warlike ſkil did greatly encou- 
age the ſouldiers: hauing thus (ct his men in arrape mar⸗ 
hing foꝛ ward tomeetc the enimp, when the battailes were 
ithin vew and readye to iopne: Alcymedes taking the 
z ing by the hand, pꝛeſented him to the face of all his armie, 
nd then began to incourage them on this manner: 

I nod not woꝛthie Gentlemen and Souldiers of Barba- 
rie, ſcke to incourage you with a long diſconrſe, vnieſſe put⸗ 
ting Ople in the flame, J Hould put a ſpur to a free Yozſe : 
pour foꝛmer valiant reſolutions manifeſted in man pe bat-

The king aſhamed fo perfozme any letle then Alcimi- 
des had pꝛomiſed, taking a ſtrong lance in his hand,pulling 
downe bis Beuier, ruſht moſt furiouſlte vpon the enemie: 
his Souldiers noting the vnlokt-foz courage of their King, 
followed with ſuch a deſperate reſolution, that the enimie 
amazed at the valour of Martucio, who like a Lion, maſſa: 
cring whom he met, ran without top thꝛough the troupes, 
they laid downe their weapons without any great laughs 
ter. But Martucio ſozgetting thep were his natiue Coun⸗ 
temen and his ſubiecs il; raged, till meting him that 
made claime to the crowne, in ſingle combat he ſlewe him 
pꝛincelp in the field: ſtayed at laſt by one of his Lo2ds, who 
tolo him the battell was ended by the ſubmiſſion of his ſub⸗ 
iects, who were aſhamed that they had beene fo foꝛgettull of 
their allegeance,caultng the retreat to be ſounded, he peace- 
ablie marched on toward Suſa, where putting certaine of 
the cheefe offenzo2s to the ſwoꝛde, he ſent the reſt home in 
quiet. The vicozye ended, the King p2cſently ſommoned a 
parlament, where with the conſent of all his Commons + 
Nobilitie, hee pꝛoclaimed poꝛe and diſtreſſed Alcunides 
Duke of 1unize, and cauſed him to ride thꝛough the Cittie 
with a Garland of Baycs on his head, and Paincely robes, 
in great and ſumptuous magnificence, Being thus aduan- 
ced,the repoꝛt thereof came vnto the eares of Conſtance, 
who now knowing him aliue x in great anthozitie, whome 
long fince ſhe held fo2 dead,ſhe toncciued ſuch inward. iope, 
that ſhe could not but out wardlpe commit the ſam of hir 
minde to the Gentlcwoman with whome ſhe dweit , who 
pittying hir plaints, pꝛomiſed as ſon as oppoꝛtunitie would 
giue ber leaue, :o manifeſt the matter to Alc:im:des: Con- 
ſtan: c impatient of delapes weuld not let the old Gentles 
woman take no reſt, till one moꝛning ſhe went to A cimi- 
des, and told him that a certaine Gentle woman was come 
from Lippary, who deſired to ſpeake with him in ſecret: 
Alcimides tourteous, as one whome honoz had not made 
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1d,thanked the widow fo2 hir paines , and went home fo 
be houſe, where ſhe pꝛeſented him with the ſight of Con- 
{tance : Alcimedes hearing long befoze that ſhe was dead, 
ff&2 amazed at the ſudden aducnture , but ſk« poze roule 
— whome loue ſtange at the verye heart, could not abſtaine, 
but bluſhing, leapt about his necke, bcwzaving her iope in 
teares. 
| Aicimedes the moſt ioyfull man aliue foꝛ ſo happy an en. 
counter, after many ſwerte imbꝛaſings paſt, demaunded the 
uſc : meanes how ſhe came into Bar bai ie, oho recounting 
foze rehtarſed diſcourſe, greatly gladded Alcimides fo; the 
inding of ſo traſtie and true a freend : Long he taped not but 
hat he teucaled this comicall Miſtozie tothe King, who de⸗ 
trousto ſœ the Paide,entertaincd hir with great and pꝛince⸗ 
? courteſie,and with all ſperd to both their contents, ſolem- 
nized the mariage,which paſt, he ſent them accoꝛding to their 
calting riche home to their frænds in Lippary, 
Delia hauing ended ter Tale, Pe rimedes began to take 
— to talke of the inconſtancic of Foꝛtune, who onelpe 
conctcd to be counted variable in all her adions, foꝛ, quoth he, 
[I tell thee wife, J baue ſenc in my time manp rich men, who 
lined ſecure in the abeundante or their wealth, dzinen to ſuch 
| ertreame pouertie, that their ſupcrfluitic was uct moꝛe then 
| their cnſuing want, many baze peaſants by hir flattery be ſo 
hoiſted vp to the top of her wancring wher le, as they bee po⸗ 
tentates and mightie men of the earth, but her favours arc 
ſuchas they include miſfoztune, and when ſhe pꝛeſents the 
mok comicall hewes , then ſhe intents the moſt balckull 
and diſmall ſtratagemes, as the inſtante of Alexander the 
great map ſerue fo2 a pꝛeſidt̃t, who in twelue yeares mah ing 
a tonqueſt of the whole woꝛld, and ſo flattered by Fo tunc as 
he ſeæmed to holde hir favonrs in his owne band amidſt bis

&ings as they haue crownes, ſo they haue cares, and in paſ⸗ 
ing vato pleaſure, they ſtep vpon thoznes, and run oner a 
ra of Glaſſe: not therefoze riche fo2 that they are kings, vn⸗ 
es content with his annnal! revenues, + ſatiſũed with ſach 
limits as are left to the Pharaos: reſting thus he is both a 
ng and rich, in that ſeated am idſt the gloꝛz ies of the woꝛld, 
he ſundzy obtects of delights dꝛawes not awap his epes, noꝛ 
xs the Sirens with their inchanting melodies, noꝛ golde noz 
zlozies can hale him with anye plcaſing ſozceries, from 
e quiet Caſtell of Content: thus minded Delia I tell the 
Ran him rich, and therefoze holde my ſelfc one of the weal⸗ 
t ſubicas in all Ægipt, in that all my deſires haue reſted 
| zemſclues in a peaceable conco2d,fo2 my eſtate J deſire to 
ve no higher then a Smith, as thus ſpixhting foztune by my 
occupation, hauing mp Tongs in my hand as a Scepter, to 
rule in my hop,. and as Mercurics Caduceus to charme the 
intonſtancie of the vaine Coddeſſe: her greateſt frowne can 
be hut want of a little woꝛke, and that J oucrpaſſe with 


patience, and if ſhe ſmile, then begin J to laugb, that Fo2- 


tune is glad to become freends with a pe Smith: Now 
foz richeſſe and treaſure J haue plentve, in that J wantc 
none, but count my pouertie the verpe ſtoꝛe-houſe of a⸗

Delia hearing hir huſband thus ſolemnlye deliuer ſuch 
Stoic-ll paradores, ioyned iſſue with him in the ſame plea, 
and began to pꝛoſecute the matter in this manner. Indeed 


huſband quoth ſhe, the minds of men are ſo ficred —_— 
reſtles 
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reſt les heate ot couetize, as they beat out hotter flames then 
Enceladus doth from vnder Etna, and are lihe the Serpent 
Hidaſpis, which the moze ſhe dꝛinketh, the moze ſhe is pin- 
ched with thirſt, inſomuch that they count great gifts littis 
gods,caringnotif they may gaine, what meancsthep vſe 
to get, counting all things honeſt that are pzofftable, and 
thinking gall moſt ſwerte, if tempered with gold: theſe men 
that haue no meane J thinke moſt miſerable, could they 
with Nimrod build vp Babell,oz with Ninus lay the foun- 
dation ofBabilon ; foz J tell thee Perymides, it is not the 
coine but the conſcience, not the coffers ſtuffed with ſtoze, 
but a mind luld a ſleepe with pleaſing content, that mak eth 
a man rich: foz he that defraudeth bis neighboꝛ with vnder⸗ 
minding policies, oz circumuenteth him with any intricate 
deceit,eracting vnicaſonable taſkes andcuſfoms,wzapping 
bis freends as if in Dedalus Labozinth, in the quiddities of 
pꝛeiudiciall bargaines, pꝛying into the ſtate ofthe common 
treaſury,ſo to indõmage the cemmon-wealth foz his owne 
cõmoditie, gaping as Uultures after the teſtaments of the 
dead, not ceaſing with the Kauens fo pzay on linelefle car- 
caſes: ſuch as theſe huſband, (quoth Delia) are not weal- 
thie in that as miſerablie they want, but are pe in that 
they leaue no dnlawfull meanes to conet, Then quoth Pe- 
rymedes of theſe fozmer inferred pzemiſes we may cons 
clude, that pazcly content is better then richlye couetous, 
which the ancient Romaines auered in their cenſures, fo: 
whether ſhall we eſtimate the meny that king Pyrrbus 
ſent to Fabritius,0z els the continencie of Fabritius "which 
made deniall of the ſame, being p:offered frankelye by fo 
great a yotentat: and did not the anſwer of Marcus Corius 
moꝛe gloꝛy him x his familie with immoztall renowne, in 
reieaing tie maſſe of Gold ſent him by the Samanes,then al 
the treaſure they bꝛought in ſuch pompe to Rome, was not 
the liberalitie of Africanus, who parted his ſmall Farme 
with his bꝛother Quintus Maximus, regiſtred in Rome as 


a thing delet uing perpetuall memo: b woe he great wealth

bit of Uertue: fo? richeſſe is caſuall and momentarp,ſubiect 


to the frowne of Foꝛtune, as bꝛittle as Glafſe, ſtanding vpen 
lobe that is neuer permanent, like tothe Tres amongſt 


the Nacolians, that being touered with flowers in the moꝛ⸗ 


ning, are talonp s withered beroze night ccſembling the frute 
in the Garden Pelparades, which giiſtering lize gold, toucht 
pzeſcatly turneth to Aſhes:whcras Uertue is not accidentall 
t ſets out her Flag ot defiance agaiuſt Foztune, oppoſing 
elfe againſt all the conſpp2ing chances of this wozlo: like 
neas armour not to be pierted with any contrary conſtelle- 

ſo inſoꝛted into the minds of men, as neither can periſh 
Shipwꝛacke, which made Bias eſcaping from the Sca, 
ly and merily to ſape in his greateſt want: CM et 
eum porto: And the ſonne of Anchiſes tarrping his Father 
bis backe thzough tbe flames of Troye, loking bebind him 
to ſap, Animus in fractus remanet & virtus inter hoſtes c rgnes 
vieet, Then Wife thou ſ&ft they onely are rich that couct no⸗ 
that want nothing, but living in content, in rich them - 
ſclues with Uertuc : then Delia let me boldlye ſay/and with 
the Smith ſet his hands by his ſide) that J am rich as the 


pꝛowdeſt in all £gypr. But now that J may not be to tedi⸗ 


us in my diſconrſe, J will to temper mirth with mclancho-

ſpightfull pꝛadiſes with gloung coulers; as reſembling the 
Pyꝛue Stone, he burnod ſezeſt when de was-thought mot 


colde: te truſt anye de thought was to deſpiſe ſecuritie,and 


to deſire miſhap, and therefoze knowne mae fa2 his autho2 i- 
tie then by es manners, he tarryed his thoughts ſcaled vp 
with ale nce, pained with that which de moſt liked, namelye 
Fearecfull miſtruſt. This Gradafio although deſpighted by 

the Oods and natart, foꝛ placing ſuch odious qualities in ſuch 
an old cartaſĩe, yet was he fauouted by Fo2tune in poſſeſing 
large and ſuinytuous reuenues, and not onlpadranced with 
the tyt le of hono2 and dignitus, but alſo wherc in het moſt 
ioped, he had ont onely Child cal led Melifa ta Ladye ſo fur⸗ 
niſhed with outward ſhape of body, and in warde qualities of 
the minde, ſo decked with the gifts of nature, and ado2ned 
with ſund2y exquiſite bertues, as Acgy; t did not ſo much des 
ſpiſc hir Father foꝛ hes vitzous diſpofitty as they did extoll hir 
fame fo hir vertuous tyncerity £fo2 Wie although to h great 
grefc,ſeing into ber Fatbers lawlicke adions, how with 
pꝛetenſed flatterye like to the Hen be had ſnared ſome ts 
their vtter miſhap, and that vnder cou! our of lawe, with ex⸗ 
aacd erte2tion he had oppꝛeſſed the po;c, ſought not oneiy as 
Ac re as lhe dutſt, to pull her Father from fuch ino2dinate 
gaincs, but alſo ſecretly made recompence to ſuch as hir Fa- 
ther vnuſtly had aunoſt bzought to rume, 

This „lea f ouriſuing thus in happy fame, the old mi⸗

tone befoze they be halfe vzowned in loue : theſe conſideratt- 
ons moued old Gradaſſo to pꝛeuent bad J wiſt, with taking 
oppoztunity by the fo: ehead, t therefoze ſought out amonglt 
his bozdering neighbours a pong Gentleman, the ſonne and 
deyꝛe of a Baron, whoſe revenues as they were great, ſo they 
adiopned fitly to his poſſeſſions: which made the doting Duke 
to indeuour to buyc him a ſonne in lawe anſwcrable to his 
owne opinion : finding bis Daughter therefoꝛe in fyt time 


and place, he bꝛake with hir in this manner. Zhou knoweſt 


Meliſsa (quoth he) how carefull J haue bene ſince thy mo- 
chers death, not onely ſecretiꝑ to pꝛouide fo2 thy welfare, but 
dpenly ſo fo grace ther with exteriour fauours, as all # -\ 5) 
haue judged me a Father woꝛthie ſnch a Thilde; and the foz 
thy obedience deſeruing what my liberalitie hath ſo carefully 
imparted, Jn thyne nonage J inde uoured to inſtrua the in 
modeſtye and manners, by ſuch vertues to ſemec gratious in 
the eye of euerye man, now that thou art growne to ryper 
peares,and art famous foz the method of thy life though all 
the countrey, ſe ing thou art fit fo: marriage, à haue ſought 
the ſuch an huſband, as ſhal honoz the with his by2th,and in- 
richthe wit h his poſleſſions, a man though not ſo erquiſite- 
ly fo2med by nature, as he maye ſeeme a ſecond Paris, yet of 
fach wealth as hee may countenance and credit with the a- 
boundance of his reuenues, and to be bzafe daughter, it is 
Roſilius ſonne to the L 02d Roſilius latelve deccaſed : after he 
dad named the man, he ceaſed to heare his daughters replye.

great thankes to the Dukes motion, and there vpon frequens 

tung the houſe of Gradaſso began after his homely faſhion to 
court the poung Lady Meliſsa, as fit to woc ſo baue a Gen- 
tlewoman, as Van to be ſent from Iroye inambaſſage fo 
Helena: well, theſe two dilcozds of delcanting, to make a 
conco!d : 

It foztuned that a Gentleman next neighbour to the 
duke, had a voung ſonne called Bradamant, a man ſo ſuffici⸗ 
ently araced with erternallfauours of nature, to beautifie his 
body, and with inward quallities and vertues to advance his 
minde as he was generally liked and loued of ali the country: 
This young Gentleman paſling by the Court of Gradalſso, 
elpied Mel:{sa loking out of a windowe: Bradamant ama⸗ 
zed at the ſight of ſuch a heanenly creature, tod a long while 
aſtoniſhed at her excellent beautie, in lo much that Mcliisa 
caſting her eye aſide, eſpyed him, and with that ſhut the caſc- 
ments: which ſomewhat daunted the minde of the young 
Oentleman, to be ſo ſodenly depꝛiued of that obieg which ſo 
areatly pleaſcd his epes, but taking this her modeſt diſcourte⸗ 
(ie in god part, he paſſed fozward to take a vew of his fathers 
grounds, where as he ſollemnly x ſollitaryly walked, he felt 
in hie minde a ſparkling heate of affection, which he toke as 
a tope of pouth,rather to be laught at foꝛ the ſudden paſſion, 
then to be pzeucnted fo) any euſuing danger. As thus he re⸗ 
ſted a little perplexed, but not greatlye pained, Cupid that 
grudged to loſe luch a noutce, hauing his winges plumed 
with Times frathers, leaſt hee might let flip occaſion, ſæing 
this roung Gentleman at dilcouert, thought to ſtrike while 
the Tron was hot, and ſo dꝛew a boult to the head, and ſtroke 
Dradamant at the very harte, which pierced ſo dope that no 
phyſicke could cure: Foz the fame of eliſlaes lite began to 
allure him, the repoꝛt which all Egypt made of hir tourte, 
fie, was a chaine to intangle hys fradome, hir honour, bpeth, 
parentage, and incomparable beautie, gaue ſuch ficree-af- 
ſaults to his perplered fancie, as no dekenſe of reaſon was + 
ble to withſtand thoſe violent unpꝛeſſions.

Tt is fo; youth” 1 to ſpend 
their fonriſhing yeares in vertues not in vanities, to delight 
in yardarmours,notin delicate and effeminate amours, not 
fovallye in the chamber with Paris, but to march in the field 
with Hector, to wiſh they could loue, not to repent thep haue 
loued: Hercules wunne his fame not with recounting his 
lawleſſe and licencious loues: but by atchicuing ſtrange anu 
inuincible labours, the one winning him endleſſe renowne, 
the other vntimelp death: ſeeke then to bꝛidle fancie with 
reaſon, and to reſtraine doting affections with due counſaile: 
qnench the flame of appetite with wiſdome, and reaching at 
bono2,ſpurne at beautpe, ſo mayſt thou ſap Venus flames are 
but flaſhes, and call Cupid a deſpiſed bope, not a redoubied 
God: Bradamant thinking thus with blaſpheming curſes 
to ſhake of fancies ſhackles, went out of his chamber to ſpozt 
bimſelfcwith his companions, where he paſſed away the day 
— at Cheſts, but although be gaue the checke, he was 
faine at laſt to take the Pate : foz Venus hearing with what 
deſpightfull tearmes he abuſed her Deity, thought ſ&ing he 
deſpiſed loue, to make him yeeld vnto loue, and with panting 
ſiahes to crane pardon, where with bitter ſpeeches he had rai⸗ 


led: ſhe thcrefoze ſæing he began to make a rampire againſt 


fancie,thought to giue a freſh aſſault to his balfe defenſed fo ⸗· 
treſſe,and ts ſend Deſire as a Herald to make the challenge, 
that Beautie as a champion might perkozme the charge: 
which done, Btadamant willing to withſtand hir power, paſ- 
ſed thꝛer 03 foure dates in perplexed paſſions, counting loue 


as a tope, whichbeing taken in a minute, might be left of at a 


moment: but he fond as the Abenſtone once kindled can ne⸗ 
ner be quenched, as the Griffon if he once ſoare into the ay2e 
will neuer come downe without his pꝛape: ſo if Venus giue 
the aſſault, it is vnpoſſible to eſcape without ſacking: if lone 
diſplape her flag, ſhe neuer returnes without vicoꝛie: which 
fozced Bradamant to pꝛeſent them with pꝛaiers, whome he 
bad plagued with curſes, and where he had ſhed bloud, there

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ſo fiered bis affections, that as the flpe Pyrulus cannct lice ou 
of thc flame, noꝛ the bird Trochi!us keepe from the inicaions 
Crocodile: ſo vnic3 he might entop what he feared te polleſſe, 
no meanes but death could cure his malady: Bradanar t pi⸗ 
nuig along while intheſe donbtfull thoughts, began ence a- 
gaine to debate with himſelke, but all in vaine pet manger his 
ownc mind he burſtfoꝛth into theſe ſperches: alas yore Bra- 
dtamant, thou reacheſt at that with thy hand which thy hart 
would fainc refuſe, plaping with the byzde [bis which harcth 
Serpents pet feedeth on their Cas: conſider Bradamanr thon 
art the ſonne of a phꝛe Gentleman, and the the daughter of a 
mighty duke, the diſdatne of thy parentage, thy liuing, thy pa⸗ 
trimonie, is a ſuſticient toling to thœ:thinke not Cagles will 
catch at tes, oꝛ ſuch mightye poͤtentates ſtope to ſuch poꝛe 
peaſants.

that both the pꝛopoꝛtions of his bodyt, and the vertuesof hys 

minde had made ſuch a conqueſt in ber affecions, that were 

it not the crabbed and touetous diſpoſition of the Dake, ſhe 
could find in her heart to make him hir onely paramour, but 
bir father Gradaſso had pꝛouided her a mariage, whome ſhe

ber rights, and therfoze if her fancy were ſach as ſhe did pꝛo⸗ 
teſt, it were eaſie to iniope the fruition of their loues: Not ſo, 
quoth Meliſsa, foz rather had à marrye Roſilius, and ſo wed 
my ſelfe to continuall diſcontent and repentance, then by be⸗ 
ing loſe in my loues, and wanton in my thoughts diſobey⸗ 
ing my fathers commaund, to diſparage mine honour and 
become a by-wo2d th2oughont all Aegipt, foz Ladpes honozs 
are like white lawnes, which {one are ſtapned with euerpt 
mole : men in their tones haue liberties, that ſoare they ne- 
ner ſo high noꝛ ſtope they neuer ſo iowe, vet their choice is 
little noted: but women are moze gloꝛious obiecs, and ther- 
foʒe haue all mens epes attentiueſe bent vpon them: pet 
(quoth ſhe) how J miſipke of my Fathers commaund, and 
bow male-content J am, lend me pour Lute, and pou ſhall 
heare my opinion: Bradamant glad that his Miſtreſſe would 
vouchſafe to grace him with a Song, deliuered hir the inſtru⸗ 
ment, wherevpon Mel'ſsa beyng verpe ſkiltull, warbled out

No ſoner had Meliſſa ended this Sonnet, but fo; fea re 
the two louera, though maſt vawilling,parted, determining 
when occaſion would ſerae, they would mete againe : pet 
was not their meeting ſo in ſecret, but old Grada(iioknew of 
their conference: where vpon he not onlye blamed his dangh- 
ter, and in bitter and railing tearmes miſuſed the father of 
Bradamant, hut ſought with all poſſtvle ſped to diſpatch the 
mars 
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marriage: Meliſſa paſſing the dayes in melancholie, andthe 
night in paſſionate dumpes, that her nuptials were ſo nye 
thougb men determine the Oods do diſpoſe, and oft times 
many things falt out betwenc the Cup and the lip, fo: the 
day being appointed, certaine tenants, as welt Gentlemen as 
others, that were vnder the Duke, went to Pharao with ge⸗ 
nerall complaints of his couetous and barbarous crueltye, 
Pharao whoſe thoughts aimed at exceſſiue deſire of coinc, 
toke opoꝛtunitie bythe hand, t thought by theſe complaints 
to poſleſſe himſette of all his poſſeſſions and treaſure, where 
vpon he ſcnt foꝛ the Duke # Roſilius, and after he had heard 
the complaints, he baniſht him, and Roſilius his ſonne in law, 
with bis Daughter Meliſsa, out of all the confines of Acgipr. 
Grauaſlo willing to anſwer to his actuſers, could not bet ſuk⸗ 
kered by the Bing to make any replye, but within the dayes 
they muſt deyart, which ſo danted the Duke and pong Roß 
l:us, that they Code line thoſe men that Perſeus turned to 
ſtones ,and pwze Meliſſa ſoꝛrowing at the hard cenſvre of the 
Bing, and werping at the milhap of hir Father, cryed cut a 
gainſt Foꝛtunt that was ſo ifckle, and the ſtarres that t ad 10 0 
badlye dealt in the configuration of their natturtic, ſaing hir 
ſoꝛrow with teares, and hir Foztunes with wanings: well 
to be bꝛefe, the day came of their departure, the Duke with 
Roſilius and Meliſſa were imbarked in a little Ship, and ſo 
tranſpozted into Libia, where when they arrined, the Oule 
fo; that he had ſmall acquaintance 02 none in the Countrie, 
luued obſcurelp and in poꝛe eſlate: the clowne Roſiſius has 
uing no quallities eftbe mind, one lye at home relping vpon 
bis renenucs, 2 now abꝛoad dꝛiuen to fatiſfic his thirſt with 
dis hands, and to relcue his hunger with applying himſelfe 
to any ſcruite kind of dꝛudgerie: eli ſsa ſhe gat hir ſelfe into 
the ſeruice of a rich marchant, where with ſich courteſie ſhe 
behaued hir ſelke, that ſhe was generatly liked or all the houſ- 
bould: while thus theſe thꝛe pilgrims lined in this penance, 
Bradamant hearing ofthis ſtraunge acrident,fell into diners 


and ſundꝛ y perplexed paſſions ; hp fernent affection he

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bare bnfo Meliſſa, folds him that Foztune may not part la- 
uers,no2 the inconſtant confellation of the planets, diſſeucr 
that which Fan pe had bnited with ſuch a bande, that the 
bowes of Venus are not fo be biolated: that loue muſt reſem⸗- 
ble a cy2cle, whoſe motion neuer ceaſeth in that rounde, thet⸗ 
fozehe was bound by lone and dutie, to ſaple after them into 
Ly bia, and there to giue what relæfe he could to theſe cxilcs:

pallace ropall, Bradamant liuing there fo2 a ſpace as a cour- 
tier, won ſach ſa our fo2 his excellent wit and rare quali 
ties, that the king held him as one of bis cherfe gentlemen, 
and pzomoted him with great giftes, in ſo much that who but 
Bradamant in all the Court of Libia, flowꝛiſht thus in great 
credit,heſought about to finde out the Duke and his daugh⸗ 
ter, him ona day as he paſſed downe to ſea Cliffes he found 
gathering of Cockles, pzofeſſing the Rate of a Fiſher-man: 
with whom, aftor he bad parted a litle, he bew2ayed what he 
was,t in what estimation be wag with Saccapant: the Duke 
glad to ſe one of his countrimen,and neyghbours in ſo ſtrang 
a land embzaced him, to whom Bradamant bziefly diſcour-

Poſeſſions: Archimedes hauing ſuffered hipwꝛack on the 
Sea being caſt on ſhoare alt the reſt of the paſſengers ſozrow- 
ing becauſe thep2 gods were lot, he eſpying certaine Geo- 
metricall Caracers,merrily andcherefully ſayd vnts them, 
Feare not fellow-mates in miſfoztune, fo; I ſ& the ſteps of 
men, and ſo paſſed : bat when hee was knowen among them, 
the Phyloſophers rel&ued them all.Leaſt Perimedes ſhoult 

haue gone fozward in his diſcourſe,one of his neighbours 
came in to beare him company, and ſo hee 
teaſt from his pꝛatle.
